The American Annals of the Deaf 
will doubtless give an extended resume 
of the spirit towards the education of 
the deaf that was manifested at the 
International Congress recently held at 
the State School for the Deaf at 
Trenton, N. J. 

One of the prepared addresses that 
will particularly interest the deaf was 
presented by Glenn I. Harris, M.A., 
head teacher of the Colorado school, 
which was printed in full in the 
July 6th issue of the Deaf-Mutes’ 
Journal. This paper not only gavr 
added emphasis to the value of the 
deaf teacher of the deaf, but inciden¬ 
tally brought into prominence the 
present trend towards utilizing the 
deaf where possible in our schools. 

The Conference of Executives, 
after long deliberation, has perfected 
n plan of certification that is sure 
to help the deaf who possess the 
necessary qualifications for academic 
us well as vocational teachers. These 
qualifications are rigidly required, and 
deaf teachers previously employed for¬
